Plant Research Definite Need 


There is surprising lack of ingenuity in 
the United States in the field of farm prod­ 
ucts and their uses in industry. Basic c u l­ 
tivated plant growth has remained rela­ 
tively unchanged from the time the nation 
was primarily agricultural. 
American industry has undergone un­ 


paralleled expansion in the past quarter 
century, with an equal rise in demand for 
raw materials. This demand for gloater 
quantities of basic materials has opened 
many new vistas for enterprising research­ 
ers. but—with the exception of plastic—no 
appreciable heed has been taken of the 
need for new materials. 
In a report to the American Chemical 
Society, at a recent meeting in New York, 
this lack of plant product inventiveness 
was discussed in great d e t a ii. It 
was 
agreed that not only is there a demand for 
new materials, but the utilization of man} 
acres of farm land in the growth of new 


crops would greatly alleviate the farm sur­ 
plus problem. 
There are 250,000 different plants grow­ 
ing in the world today, and of this number 
only 52 are considered “principal” Amer­ 
ican crops. Another IOO plants are grown 
commercially in this country, but the vari­ 
ety total is obviously only a small percent­ 
age of the potential. 
Wheeler McMillen, vice president of the 
Farm Journal and author of the paper pre­ 
sented to the American Chemical Society, 
said: 
“Considering the vastness of man’s ig­ 
norance regarding the vegetable kingdom, 
it is strongly probable that industrially val­ 
uable compounds are being manufactured 
in the process of plant growth which not 
only remain undiscovered, but for which 
the need remains yet undisclosed.“ 
Further research into the realm of plant 
products and their uses conceivably could 
open many fields to materials now waiting 
to be discovered.

It is impossible to understand 
an event without some recogni­ 
tion of the environment in which

States is composed of so many 
varieties of peoples, *o m a n y 
different combinations of folks, 
that any generalization about the 
American people proves to he in­ 
correct in some locality.

Democrat" of Little Rock wrota
